Given ID Summary 


The Germans are holding on ten- 
aciously to the mile of trenches they 
reported yesterday having taken from 
the French in the Verdun region on 
the French front. 
No headway has 
been made in the attempts to recap- 
ture the lost ground, Berlin declares. 
The German 
statement 
announces 
that after the failure of attacks de- 
livered last night new assaults were 
launched by the French this morning 
in the sector of Hill 304 northwest of 
Verdun, where the German offensive 
scored in its initiative. 
All the at- 
tacks, however, are declared to have 
failed with heavy 
losses 
to 
the 
French. 


Paris last night 
announced 
that 
yesterday's attacks in the vicinity of 
Hill 304 had resulted in the Germans 
being driven from most of the trench 
elements they had penetrated. 
Today 
the French war o ^ c e mentions only 
a destructive fire which the French 
batteries have been pouring on the 
German lines in this region. 
In the 
region southeast of Verdun, there also 
has been lively 
fighting. 
The Ger- 
mans made 
a 
surprise attack 
a t 
Eparges but the French broke up the 
dfive, the Paris statement reports. 


The Russians are pouring reinforce- 
ments into the Riga region where the 
Germans have been pressing north- 
ward over the frozen marshlands and 
apparently have stemmed the German 
advance for the time a t least. 


Today's Berlin statement does not 
record any further progress by the 
Germans. 
It indicates however, Rus- 
sian counter attacks with fresh forces 
on the German lines. 
These efforts, 
however, according to Berlin, failed 
to effect the recapture of any ground 
by the Russians. 


A Rumanian official report today, 
the first received for a long juried, 
announces a Rumanian victory in the 
Kasino valley on the Moldavian fron- 
tier, where the Austro-German forces 
have been driven, after an eleven hour 
battle, south of Easino and Suchitza 
valleys. 


On Emperor William's birthday, to- 
day, an important conference is be- 
ing held at German great headquar- 
ter;^. 
Besides the German 
emperor 
and Emperor Charles 
of 
Austria- 
Hungary, it has been announced that 
the German imperial chancellor and 
the German and 
Austrian 
foreign 
ministers today with Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg and other high mili- 
tary. and naval officers, would par- 
ticipate in the conference. 


Oldest Buildings in Busi- 
ness Section Licked Up ^ 
by Flames. 


PittBburg, Pa., Jan. 27.—Fire Which 
swept through a aection of the rçtail 
business district today destroyed th« 
Frank & Seeder department store, the 
Grand Opera house, the Hilton Cloth- 
ing company and

or more 
smaller buildings with a loss estimated 
from $3,000,000 to $4,000,000. 


Firemen were seriously hurt and a 
dozen or more so badly injured that 
they were removed to hospitals. 
It 
appeared for a time as thougrh the fire 
would sweep the entire square, but 
hea\'y fire walls finally stayed the pro- 
gress of the flames which ate through 
hundreds of tons of merchandise piled 
In the .stricken buildings. 


The fire is said to have started in the 
aicCrory & Co. five and ten cent store 
soon after midnight, but gave the fire- 
men no concern until shortly after 4 
o'clock when it had eaten its way into 
the Frank & Seeder store.

A general alarm was then turned in 
but the flames, hidden from view by 
the dense clouds of smoke, had gained 
such progress into the adjacent build- 
ings that they were seen to be doomed.

Skfetchés from Life 
By Temple 
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Speaker Eschbach's Stand 


The big task in legislativo efforts is, of course, never the intro- 
duction of a bill in which .you mav lie interested. It is not at all a 
difficult job 1 o find sonjeiegislator-who Avill stand sponsor for it at 
least to the exfejit of starti?ig it on its v/ay through the legislative hop- 
i'tcr. It is promtply referred to a committee, and right there is where 
its peril begins. 
Cnless there is definite and insistent demand for ac- 
lioj'i in the form of a report that -will bring it before the house or the 
sonnte as the case iiiny bo for a vote, it can be pretty safely assumed 
-'':¡! your bill has s;t;ir1od on its last, long, untroubled sleep. It is the 
Í • .icst way for the administration of painless legislative death, and 
:: !• nuich in vogue in state assembly circles. 


Nobody will contend, either, that even a considerable percentage 
, of the bills proposed sliould be enacted into law. Too many of them 
are so distinctly freakish as to bo Avholly unwarranted, and not a few 
would merely cninbor the statute books without resultant benefit to 
the people, if, indeed. Ihoy did not do positive harm. But the practice 
of ])igeon-holing bills in committee and allowing them to die there 
Avithout report either favorable or adverse is not fair and not cour- 
ageous, and when it is done lo serve selfish interests or because of out- 
side influence in oj>position, the thing becomes serious. 


Charges have been made in the Indiana house that several bills in 
which there is much popular interest have boon "juggled" by jockey- 
ing and delay in committee action, and in this coiuiectioii the positive 
stand take?i Friday by Speaker Eschbach, of Warsaw, is to be strongly 
commended. The speaker notified the house that if the chair found a 
disposition on the part of any vonniiittoo tc) withhold bills, the chair 
would take charge of the bills "and lot you know which way you are 
headed." We think Sj)eaker Eschbaoh has the correct view. The In- 
diana public is entitled to action. If bills are to bo killed, the legisla- 
ture should have nerve enough to knock 'cm in the head in the open. 


In casting his vote for the dry-state bill, Representative Dick 
Vesey is quoted as having declared that ho realized in doing so that 
he was "signing his ovrn political death-warrant." 
Still, the young 
Allen county member may be taking the matter altogether too ser- 
iously. Despite the exponents of the doctrine of expediency, there are 
still those—and their luimbor is steadily growing—who subscribe to 
the homely dictum that thoman Avhose vote is dictated by his con- 
science and his best judgment is infinitely to be preferred to the fel- 
low whose first concern is that it shall somehow operate to his indi- 
vidual advantage. 


IIeji}\v Laiu' Wilson, of Indianapolis, former ambassador to Mex- 
ico, has resigned as president of the Indiana branch of the National 
Association of the League to Enforce Peace because he believes some 
of the leaders of that movement are trying to divert it from its origin- 
al purpose and adopt as its program of action the plan for a world 
peace alliance put forward by President Wilson in his address to the 
senate. The gifted ex-ambassador appears to he particularly^ resource- 
ful during the }}ast feAv years in finding things with which he is un- 
able to agree. 


President Wilson has sent to the National American Woman Suf- 
frage association his congratulations on the fact 
that the North 
Dakota legislature has just passed a law permitting the women of that 
state to vote for presidential 
electors and for municipal 
offices. 
Meanwhile, we presume those silent sentinels are still sentineling 
about the White House grounds, though since the novelty of the thing 
•wore ofi: a bit there has been an ominous silence in the daily teleg'raph- 
ic reports regarding the status of the picketing operations.

; To Much Amusement, : 
; Mr. McCumber Thinks ; 


(Indianapolis News.) 


Senator McCumber, of North Da- 
kota, i-aises a voice of protest against 
American extravagance. The high cost 
of Uving, he believes, is due in large 
measure to the nation's lavish expendi- 
ture for amusement. In the course of 
a single year, he said in the senate re- 
cently, the public spends $13,000,000,- 
000 for liquor, tobacco, automobiles 
and "other amusements." 
"This rev- 
elry in extravagant habits," he added, 
"this unquenchable demand for amuse- 
ments, for continuous mental intoxi- 
cants, is undermining the sturdiness 
of our younger generation. The Amer- 
ican people seem obsessed with the 
idea that the main thing in life is 
amusement, play, entertainment." 


Senator McCumber is not alone in 
this opinion. 
Many others qualifled 
to speak with some degi-ee of author- 
ity have arrived at the same conclu- 
sion. Not long ago a well known edu- 
cator, head master of a boys' school, 
declared that amusement and diver- 
sion are seriously menacing the wel- 
fare of the country's youth. 
Teachers 
in public schools, both in the grades 
and in high schools, and professors 
teaching in colleges and universities 
return the same verdict. 
FYom juven- 
ile courts and corrective institutes for 
both bpys and girls and young men 
and young women the samé warning 
issues. 


So 
gradually 
has this 
habit of 
amusement grown upon us that few 
realize to what extent it controls us. 
It is only when we pause to compare 
the opportunities for amusement en- 
joyed by the boy or girl of tWenty-five 
years ago with those enjoyed by the 
boy or girl of today that we can un- 
derstand how great the change is. The 
automobile and the movie alone, to 
say nothing of other diversions, have 
revolutionized conditions In this re- 
spect. 
The one has made 
distant 
amusement of eVery sort accessible; 
the other has brought amusement to 
our doorsteps. 
If we do not seek 
amusement, amusement seeks us. 


We are not likely to reform our- 
selves overnight. It is not likely even 
that we shall be quickly impressed 
with the need of reform. But Senator 
McCumber's warning, backed as it is 
by the sober, well-considered warnings 
of others, 
is well 
worth pondering.

DECISION TO-END AN 
ll-MATE FIGHT 


Indiana Case Has Been in 
Contest Since Old Com- 
mission in 1896. 


Indianapolis. Ind., .Tan. 27.---Thc su- 
preme court decision late yesterday in 
the case involving freight rates on the 
Vandalia and Big Four between Indi- 
anapolis and the state line it was said 
today may end a legal fight of eleven 
years over the rates. 
In 1906 the old 
Indiana railroad commission on peti- 
tion of the Indianapolis shippers or- 
dered a revision and re-classification 
of rates to the Illinois line reducing the 
previous rates. 
The railroad has x-e- 
fused to put the rates ordered Into ef- 
fect, and for years the courts have had 
the question before them. The supreme 
court affirmed the action of the supe- 
rior court here In issuing. a writ of 
m a n d a t e 'ordering the new rate

into effect. 
Before the litigation 
final- 
ly is determined the ca.se is expected

Legislatures in Minnesota and Colorado 
may repeal laws passed within the last 
four years permitting boxing. 


In Minnesota the repeal of the boxing 
measure is advocated by the same men 
who two years ago made its passage pos- 
sible. 


In Colorado lawmakers have 
declared 
they will not be sponsor^ for a law which 
is being used to mulct the public. 


Legislatures of two other states, Illinois 
and Nebraska, will be asked to pass box- 
ing bills modeled on those now In force 
In New York, Wisconsin and Minnesota. 


Is it likely t h a t the legislatures of these 
two states will be favorably 
impressed 
with 
the results In Minnesota? 
Is 
it 
likely the Colorado situation will m a k e 
them anxious to give a similar law to 
their state? 


W h a t is the trouble with boxing? 
The answer is easy. 
Avericious pro- 
moters. grasping for more money—greedy 
managers of 
fighters—a 
horde of cheap 
fighters 
in the ring. 
It is these who have 
overcome the good that state regulation 
of boxing was expected to accomplish. 


Pick up almost any daily paper 
and 
read: 


"Blank and Blank met in a ten round 
no-decision 
bout 
here. 
Nobody 
was 
beaten but the public." 


Sounds natural, doesn't 
it? 


The trouble is that boxing commissions, 
usually made up of men who know noth- 
ing of boxing, permit unscrupulous pro- 
moters to match up a couple of alleged 
fighters, 
who care for nothing except the 
size of the purse and who can lose or 
gain nothing as there is to be no de- 
cision, which would be a check on their 
avarice. 


"The boxing game has become such a 
farce in Minnesota that It would be al- 
most criminal to permit it to continue the 
way it Is now being operated," a Minne- 
sota representative, 
who formerly 
sup- 
ported the present boxing bill, declared. 


The following suggestions should help 
keep boxing alive: 


Promoters should be closely supervised 
and unscrupulous men should be barred. 


Decisions 
should 
be 
permitted 
and 
boxers compelled to work for a percent- 
age of the receipts, on winners and losers 
ends. 


This would do away with the fakes and 
the boxers and their managers who now 
depend upon mulcting the public to make 
an easy ll\ing would be forced from the 
game.

on the Bowery. 
But 
the 
old-time 
brazen, blatant Bowersi no longer ex» 
ists, and the Bowery niission has had 
a lot to do with changing things. 


It is one of the best known "rescue 
mission" in Amreica. 
It'probably has 
the handsomest mission hall In the 
world. 


On the walls of the main auditor- 
ium are mottoes done in red and gold, 
and painted in fine Old English letters. 
The mottoes are Scripture texts—full 
of deep meaning to wandering men 
eager to hear the voice of authority. 


Rafters, ceiling, platform and pews 
are churchly and dignified.

from the street.

VALUABLE LAND FOR FARMING IN ALASKA 


It. Has Been Demonstrated Both At the Government Experiment Stations and By Hundreds of 
Settlers Scattered Over the Country, That Alaska Has Agricultural Capabilities of Con- 
siderable Range—^But It Is Not Without Its Drawbacks, and Prospective Settlers Should 
Get All Available Information Before Deciding Upon a Move Into This Section. 


So f a r a« topography, soil, and cli* 
m a t e determine 
the matter, 
Alaska 
has probably 100,000 square miles of 
on which there are possibilities 
for f a r m i n g and grazing. 
The larger 
portion of the farming land is in the 
interior, in the Tukon drainage. 


Currants, raspberries, 
gooseberries, 
strawberries, 
blueberries, 
and 
cran- 
berries are plentiful in Alaska. 
Some 
varieties of wheat, oats, rye, barley, 
potatoes and many other 
vegetables 
have matured every season since the 
U. 
S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
sta'rted its work. 
The Department has 
four stations; 
one is on the 
Tukon 
within 75 miles of the Arctic Circle, 
another is also in the interior, while 
there is one in the southeastern and 
another in the southwestern 
portion 
of the Territory. 


It has been positivelj' demonstrated 
that forage crops may be grown in the 
southwestern and central portions as 
well 
as 
potatoes and 
other 
garden 
vegetables. 
Chicken 
raising is 
also 
proving 
feasible. 
It 
has also 
been 
estimated 
that 
a 
great 
number 
of 
f a r m 
products are shipped 
in 
that 
might easily be raised on the ground. 


A recently issued bulletin on Alaska, 
while 
citing 
many .optimistic 
facts, 
also warns the homesteader that there 
are many difQculties to be 
encoun- 
tered. 


On the south coast, where the cli- 
mate is mild, tillable land is scarce, 
because of the proximity of the moun- 
tains to the shore line; elsewhere In 
Alaska the winters are long and very 
cold and frost-proof buildings must be 
provided 
for shelter 
of family 
and 
stock. 


The ground freezes to a great depth 
and there is but a short period during 
which this can thaw, and the surface 
is covered with an accumulation of un- 
decayed moss and other vegetable ma- 
terial serving as a protection to the 
frost and 
a reservoir 
for 
moisture. 
The frost line under natural 
condi- 
tions sinks but a few feet during a

This circular is 
designed to answer questions as to the

Alaska, the best places to locate, the 
ways of obtaining a farm, the means 
and cost of transportation, cost of liv- 
ing, w h a t crops can be grown, possi- 
bilities of live stock production, labor 
conditions, school facilities, game laws, 
etc., etc. 
The publication is intended 
primarily for the 
benefit of 
home» 
eteaders. 
It Is stated that the agri- 
cultural a r e a of Alaska (mainly in the 
interior vallejrs) 
is as large as 
the 
combined 
areas 
of 
the 
States 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, 
Delaware, 
New 
Jersey, 
Connecticut, 
Massachu- 
setts, Vermont, and New Hampshire, 
and it should be capable of supporting 
a population nearly equal to that sup-| 
ported, by the agricultural products of 
those States, 


The circular contains a special re- 
port on the agricultural 
possibilities 
of the valley of the Matanuska River 
through which the Government rail- 
road 
is now being constructed 
and 
where, as a result, settlement has re- 
cently been rapid. 
The great problem 
here, as elsewhere in Alaska, is the 
clearing 
of 
the 
generally 
heavily 
wooded land. 
The soil and 
climate 
have been found favorable to general 
farming, the experience of the 
past 
few years having shown t h a t a con- 
siderable variety of field crops, vege- 
tables, and fruits can be produced.

Water is supplied from 
a well at the edge of the feed lot by 
a windmill which p u m p s the

To 
obtain 
the 
best 
results

bundle corn, it is necessary to obtain 
a feed which will supply a m a x i m u m 
amount 
of 
nutritious 
forage. 
The 
raising of bundle-corn on the H u b b a r d 
farm, therefore, has been reduced to 
as much of a science as his methods 
of feeding. 
The time of plowing and 
planting, the type of plant

Silo of Treated Wood. 


In 1913 about 100,000,000 board feet 
of high-grade lumber were used in silo 
construction and the consumption of 
lumber 
for 
this 
purpose 
has 
been 
steadily 
increasing ever since. 
The 
importance of some kind of preserva- 
tive treatment 
to prevent 
decay 
in 
wooden silos, therefore, has 
become 
generally recognized. 
Several 
manu- 
facturers of wood-stave silos are now 
m a k i n g use of preservatives so that 
it i s possible to purchase the silo mate- 
rial already treated. 


Of the various preservatives in gen- 
eral 
use, a 
good 
grade 
of 
coal-tar 
creosote is very satisfactory for pre- 
serving, timber. 
Almost any thorough 
method of treatment with this 
pre- 
servative ought to add to the life efi 


Those who are considering the pur- 
chase of treated silos should investi- 
gate carefully the methods use, and if 
greatest permanence is desired should 
( hooKo only material that has received 
a thorough-pressure treatment. 
Silos 
built of such material have the addi- 
tional advantage of reduction in the 
swelling and shrinking of the staves; 
and, hencc, they can be kept 
tight 
more easily. 
Another advantage 
of 
I silos built of well-treated wood is that 
they need not be painted. 


To determine the effect of a 
pre- 
•servative treatment 
upon 
the 
dura- 
bility of wood used in silos, and to ob- 
tain information as to the effect of 
the treated wood upon the surround- 
ing silage, extensive and careful ex- 
periments were begun several 
years 
ago. 
About five years a f t e r the ex- 
1-eriments 
were 
begun 
the 
treated 
wood had not commenced to decay. 
Information in regard to the effect of 
treated 
wood 
upon 
the 
surrounding 
silage was obtained by an independent 
test a f t e r the first season, wood treated 
with creosote having been buried In 
the silage during the process of filling. 
This 
contaminated 
the 
silage 
suffi- 
ciently to give a strong odor, but the 
quantity of creosote in the feed could 
not be determined by analysis. 
This 
silage, when 
fed to cows, was 
not 
relished and two of the animals were 
affected slightly by it. 
This was 
a 
very severe test, however, for the wood 
was given a heavier treatment than Is 
now considered necessary. 
Moreover, 
had 
the 
contaminated 
portion 
been 
thoroughly mixed with the rest of the 
silage 
it 
is 
considered 
doubtful 
whether thé effect would have been 
noticeable. 
This conclusion is borne 
out by the results obtained In prac- 
tice. 
During 
the 
severaJ 
years 
In 
which it has been the practice to treat 
wood for silos, the Dairy Division has 
not heard of a single case in which 
the health of the anltfials has been im- 
paired by feeding sucij silage.

Bitterness in cream and milk is a 
frequent 
t r o u b l e 
during 
winter 
months. 
If milk is bitter when it is 
drawn, the trouble is with the cow or 
her feed. 
Very often cows give bitter 
milk toward the close of their lacta- 
tion period. 
The old dry weeds of 
winter 
pasture 
also give rise to 
a 
bitter flavor in milk. 
The re|nedy In 
this case is to keep the cow f r o m 
such pastures. 


However, if the bitterness develops 
a f t e r the milk is drawn, which is most 
often the case In winter, it is due to 
the growth in it of a certain variety 
of bacteria. 
These bacteria get into 
the milk usually f r o m pieces of dirt 
or m a n u r e f r o m the barn. 
At 
low 
temperatures they will develop a bit- 
ter 
flavor 
before the milk or cream 
sours. 
W h e n the dairy is once In- 
fested with such bacteria they 
may 
remain in the separator, pails, strain- 
ers or cooling tank for a long time. 


GRAIN IS N E E D E D I N CAIiF'S

that the lambs will be weak and will 
perish for the lack of 
nourishment 
and f r o m cold, while the lambs f r o m 
a well-cared for ewe will be 
much 
abler to stand the cold if they should 
happen 
to 
be 
dropped 
when 
the 
weather is cold. 


The, d a m s will have more milk for 
their young, too, if they are 
well- 
cared for.

of Joseph A. Brown 


Since Last Spring, 


Mystery which surrounded the identity 


of the man who dropped dead at Wayne 
and Cnlhoun streets, Thursday afternoon 
lias been solved. The man who was six- 
ty-five years of age and wan known in 
Kort Wayne by the names of Joseph A. 
Brown, Joseph H. Brun and John Miller, 
is Joseph A. Brown, a fanner of New 
Berlin, .Ohio., Hjs, spn«._amTe<l in. thT» 
city ana" in relating the story stated that 
the deceased's wife i* lying at the point 
of death. 


The family composed of the mother, 


six boys and one girl, had heard nothing 
from their former husband and father 
since last spring when he had visited 
them at their home in McDonnelsville, 
near New Berlin, 0. The two sons, Louis 
and Jutina, both prosperous farmers of 
Ohio, state that tho family name was 
formerly Brun but that in Americanizing 
it, they had accepted the name of Brown. 


Three years ago an insanity commis- 


sion was appointed to hold nn inquest, 
but the state's physician stated that 
there was not enough evidence to declare 
the man insane. Shortly afterward Mrs. 
Brown secured a divorce. The 100 acre 
fnrm WHS sold and Mr. Brown secured 
$7,000 for his share. A short time after- 
ward he. teft tor parts unkn-.iwn. 
He 


traveled a great deal. Last, spring ho 
came back to Ohio and paid his family 
a brief visit. He departed again as sud- 
denly as he had come. They heard noth- 
ing more from him until Friday morning 
when they received word that he had 
dropped dead on the streets o£ Tort 
Wayne. 


The two sons will accompany the re- 


mains to the old home Saturday evening 
leaving Fort. Wayne over the Pennsyl- 
vania at 7:55 o'clock. Funeral services 
will be held at McOonnelsvillc, Tuesday. 


Not until tho identity of the man was

Today's War News 


Given in Summary 


The Germans are holding on ten- 


aciously to the mile of trenches they 
reported yesterday having taken from 
the French in the Verdun region on 
the French front. No headway has 
been made in the attempts to recap- 
ture the lost ground, Berlin declares. 
The German statement 
announces 


that after the failure of attacks de- 
livered last night new assaults were 
launched by the French this morning 
in the sector of Hill 304 northwest of 
Verdun, where the German offensive 
scored in its initiative. All the at- 
tacks, however, are declared to have 
failed with heavy 
losses 
to 
the 


French. 


Paris last night announced that 


yesterday's attacks in the vicinity of 
Hill 304 had resulted in the Germans 
being driven from most of the trench 
elements they had penetrated. Today 
the French war office mentions only 
a destructive fire which the French 
batteries have been pouring on the 
German lines'in this region. In the 
region southeast of Verdun, there also 
has been lively fighting. The Ger- 
mans made a 
surprise attack at 


Eparges but the French broke up the 
drive, the Paris statement reports. 


The Russians are pouring reinforce- 


ments into the Riga region where the 
Germans have been pressing north- 
ward over the frozen marshlands and 
apparently have stemmed the German 
advance for the time at least. 


Today's Berlin statement does not 


record any further progress by the 
Germans. It indicates however, Rus- 
sian counter attacks with fresh forces 
on the German lines. These efforts, 
however, according to Berlin, failed 
to effect the recapture of any ground 
by the Russians. 


A Rumanian official report today, 


the first received for a long period, 
announces a Rumanian victory in the 
Kasino valley on the Moldavian fron- 
tier, where the Austro-German forces 
have been driven, after an eleven hour 
battle, south of Kasino and Suchitza 
valleys. 


On Emperor William's birthday, to- 


day, an important conference is be- 
ing held at German great headquar- 
ters. 
Besides the German emperor 


and Emperor Charles of 
Austria- 


Hungary, it has been announced that 
the German imperial chancellor and 
the German and

During November. 


Washington. Jan. 27.—The increase 


in operating expense of the chief rail- 
roads of the United Staes was greater 
in November last by approximately 
Jl.500,000 than the increase in reve- 
nues, as compared with a year ago, 
according to returns made public to- 
day by the interstate commerce com- 
mission. Net operating income showed 
a decrease from November, 1915, of 
approximately that amount. Returns 
for the month show a total operating 
revenue of $322,359,005 and total op- 
erating expenses of $206,536,874.

It has been ever since golf be- 
came so popular. Other outdoor games. 
Including tennis and swlmmlngr, also are 
responsible for taking patrons away from 
baseball." 


Hendrlcks also think* that th« present 


day baseball parks are too big for the 
sincere followers of. the sport to thor- 
oUKhly enjoy themselves. The real base- 
ball "fan," Hendrlcks believes, likes to be 
close up to the players. 


"Why, In some of the major league 


parks a man who pays 25 cents for a Heat 
Is liable to be sitting In another county," 
Hendrlcks asserted. 


"The real dyed-in-the-wool fans don't 


approve of that. They want to sit where 
they can get a close up view of the 
action, not from a block or so away. It's 
better to build parks smaller and play to 
a capacity crowd than to have them so 
large that they usually are only half 
filled. 


"It's a fact that in some parka the fan 


who pays 26 cents for a seat is so far 
away from the action that he can't see 
who Is at bat unless, of course, he 1* an 
exceptional follower of the sport."

measure Is advocated by tho same men 
who two years ago made Its passage pos- 
sible. 


In Colorado lawmakers have declared 


they will not be sponsors for n. law which 
is being: used to mulct the public. 


Legislatures of two other states, Illinois 


and Nebraska, will be asked to pass box- 
ing bills modeled on those now in force 
In New York, Wisconsin and Minnesota. 


Is it likely that tho legislatures of these 


two states will be favorably Impressed 
with the results In Minnesota?

them anxious to give a similar law to 
their state? 


What Is the trouble with boring? 
Tho answer is easy. 
Averlcious pro- 


moters, grasping for more money—greedy 
managers of lighters—a horde of cheap 
nghters In the ring. It Is those who have 
overcome the good that state regulation 
of boxing was expected to accomplish.

Sound* natural, doesn't It? 
The trouble U that boxing commissions, 


usually made up of men who know noth- 
ing of boxing, permit unscrupulous pro- 
moters to match up a couple of alleged 
fighters, who car« for nothing except the 
size of the purse and who can lose or 
gain nothing as there Is to be no de- 
cision, which would be a check on their 
avarice. 


"The boxing game has become such a 


farce in Minnesota, that It would be al- 
most criminal to permit It to continue the 
way it is now being operated," a Minne- 
sota representative, who formerly sup- 
ported the present boxing bill, declared. 


The following suggestions should help 


keep boxing alive: 


Promoters should be closely snpervi.ied 


and unscrupulous men should b« barred. 


Decisions should vbe permitted 
and 


boxers compelled to work for a percent- 
age of the receipts, on winners and losers 
ends. 


This would do awtty with the fakes and 


the boxers and their managers -who now 
depend upon mulcting the public to make 
an easy living would be forced from the 
game.

Vicious men 
and women whose lives have been clean- 
ed up nre a greater glory to the gospel 
»f Christ than hundreds of eloquent ser- 
mons. 


Adorning the gospel of Christ! What 


a privilege! What a responsibility! If 
there is the possibility of adorning the 
gospel, there also exists the possibility 
of marring, disgracing and misrepresent- 
ing it. What a contrast in the results! 
Instead of giving it currency and rein- 
forcing its power to conquer tho world, 
we roh it of its power and close up the 
avenues hy which it might have reach- 
ed the hearts of men.

Each carload 
of stockers Is kept about eighteen 
mbnths-r-during one winter and one 
summer—as stockers, and one winter 
as feeders.

chased, generally about November 1st, 
and placed on pasture.

cembcr 1st, these cattle are placed in 
the feed lot to run after thc feeders 
which havo been kept on the farm 
one year. The stockcrfi remain in thc 
feed lot until tho middle of May, 
when, after the feeders have been 
sold, they are turned out to pasture. 
They remain on pasture until about 


The sheds are well bedded at all 


times with straw. 
Two feed racks 


are used in which to feed bundle-corn 
One end of earh rack is left open 
the oppn end bring butted against an 
open place in the fence so that the 
bundle-corn may be fed easily from 
the outside. 'Water is supplied from 
a well at thc edge of the feed lot by 
a windmill which -pumps the water 
into a large tank. The feed int slopes 
to tho south, which enables the water 
to run off easily. Before the steers are 
turned into the yard. It is very thickly 
bedded with straw, whtt-h keeps the 
yard dry. Thc change from pasture 
to bundle-corn is brought about grad- 
ually. 


Feeding begins .it S:00 a. m. eacfi 


day. 
Thc stockrrs which have been 


in the feed lot all night arc turned 
bai-k Into their shed. Thc rr.cks arc 
cleaned and filled with bundle-corn, 
•one layer deep and packed fairly tight. 
Thc feeders are turned into the lot an 


hour 
later,

thrown into the racks to complete the 
morning feed. As many bundles are 
given as the steers ccem to be i.btj ?r 
handle.

turned out again.

feeders are driven in for the night, 
and the storkers are turned out. This 
method of feeding is continued until 
about the middle of May. when the 
feeders are shipped to market. 


The stockers are given access to 


the feed lot from 11:30 a. m. to +:30 
p. m.. and from S:30 p. m. to 8:00 a. m. 
each day. t?o keen are their ^appe- 
tites that there is little bundle-corn 
left when they have finished eating. 
No other ferd is givpn them except 
two bushels of shelled corn at noon, 
about five pounds of corn to each 
stocker. 


In a general way, the plan Is to give 


both feeders and stockers- two sub- 
stantial fr-eds rach day. The Fame 
time of feeding Is carefully observed 
each day. as the rattle will make sub- 
stantial gains inly when fed regularly. 
Halt is kept before them constantly 
in a tub in one corner nf a rack. The 
steers are never disturbed and every 
opporttmity is given them to rest and 
make gains. 
To irtiUze every bit of

To obtain the best results with 


bundle corn, it is necessary to obtain 
a feed which will supply a maximum 
amount of nutritious forage-

raising of bundle-corn on the Hubbard 
farm, therefore, has been reduced to 
as much of a, science as his methods 
of feeding.

Bitterness in cream a.nd milk Is a 


frequent 
t r o u b l e during winter 


months. 
If milk is bitter when it is 


drawn, tho trouble is with thc cow or 
her feed. Very often cows give bitter 
milk toward the closo of their lacta- 
tion period. The old dry weeds of 
wjnter pasture also give rise, to a 
bitter flavor in milk. Thc re|n«dy in 
this case Is to keep the cow from 
such pastures. 


However, if tho bitterness develops 


after the jnilk is drawn, which is most 
often the case in winter, it is due to 
the growth in it of a certain variety 
of bacteria,. 
These bacteria get into 


the milk usually from pieces of dirt 
or manure from the barn. 
At low 


temperatures they will develop a bit- 
ter flavor before tho milk or cream 
sours. 
When the dairy is once in- 


fested with such bart.eria thoy may 
remain in the separator, pails, strain- 
ers or rooling tank for a. long time. 
To prevent, bitterness duo to this 
cause, thrso bacteria must be rlimin- 


GRAIN IS NEEDED IN CAM'S
